commons, where a number of reporters of 
the different morning papers were regaling 
themselves, Jack furnished them all with 
copies of "Wilberforce's speech," and the 
hoax found its way the next morning into 
every paper in London, with the exception 
of The Morning Chronicle, to which, as a 
matter of course, the correct report was fur- 
nished by O'Sullivan.

For myself, personally, I 
care but little about it, though, if I were ca- 
pable of uttering such nonsens* as is here put 
into my mouth, it is high time that, instead 
of being a member of this house, I were an in- 
mate of some lunatic asylum.

HlB Tramp Will Boon, Be Heard Wo 


More on the Plains. 
. 


Helena (Mont.) Independent 
In going do wn the Yellowstone and across 


the vast region lying' between Olendive and 
Mandan, one is struck with the evident scar- 
city of^ganie. ' .Ttiis famous region, where, 
two or three years ago, herds of buffalo, an- 
telope and deer were to be seen on every side, 
is now, to all appearances, stripped .of its 
game. For the entire distance from living- 
ston to Mandan I only saw two orthree 
small bauds of antelope and not a sign of a 
deer or buffalo. The fact is, the slaughter of 
buffalo and: deer, has beeiwimmense for the 
past two years, and particularly of the for- 
mer. It is estimated that during the post 
winter there have been 1,000 hunters engaged 
in the business of slaughtering buffalo along 
the line of the Northern Pacific, between 
Mandan and Livingston. 
An eagle-eyed 


; hunter got aboard of the train at Glendive, 
and he gave me the; following interesting de- 
tails as to thejmodiiB operand! in slaughter- 
ing herds of buffalo: In the first place, the 
experienced hunter uses- the Sharpe rifle, 
49-90 caliber. With this he can kill at 1,000 
'yards. When he sees a herd of buffalo he 
usually Blips up to within convenient range, 
from 800 to 500 yards, and always selects 
a cow . for his first victim. He does Ithis 
for the reason that the cow is followed by 
both her yearling and two-year-old calves, 
and they 
will usually stand by her 


to 
the 
last. 
But under 
no cir- 


circumstances will the experienced hunter 
kill his buffalo outright. If he does, the herd 
will stampede at once. The policy is to wound 
fatally, but so that the animal will da?h 
around iu a circle before falling. This it al- 
ways does when mortally wounded, and after 
a few moments lies down. The remainder of 
the, herd are not alarmed at this, but con- 
tinue • to gaze or look on dazed spectators of 
the tragedy being enacted. After his first 
shot the hunter pauses until quiet is restored, 
and again fires at another cow with similar 
results. He always aims to put his ball just 
behind the fore shoulder, which will cause 
death in five minutes at furthest. 
When'the 


cows have all been slain he turns his atten- 
tion to'the calves, .and lastly to the bulls. 
The experienced hunter generally bags his en- 
tire herd, unless he is .so unfortunate as to 
drop his game immediately, when all the sur- 
vivors stampede at once. 
The buffalo does 


not scare at the crack of a gun. He has de- 
cidedly more courage than discretion. 
It is 


only when the crack is followed by an im- 
mediate fall that he realizes its deadly nature 
and takes alarm. 
The policy of killing tore 


cows first and then the calves has resulted in 
the almost utter extinction of the female 
buffalo. 
Herds of melancholy bulls can still 


occasionally be seen, sometimes in bands of 
twenty or thirty, and often without a single 
cow. 
The few remaining cows now have 


their pick of lovers, and always choose from 
the young blood of the herd. 


The buffalo bull after he passes his fourth 


year, loses his attractiveness to the opposite 
sex, and the aversion seems to be mutual.. 
Gathering about him his bachelor friends of 
equal age, he sullenly retires into the wilder- 
ness and forever avoids the female members 
of the herd, who mate with younger and 
more uxorious masculines. As I have said, 
;the bulls are about all that ore now left' of 
the buffalo. They largely owe their safety 
to the fact that their hides are less valuable 
than those of the cows, while at the same 
tune they are for more difficult to kill. The 
hide of the bull is only worth to the hunter 
from $1.80 to $3, while that of the cow 
brings $3.35, and that of the 2-year-old calf 
is worth from 91 to $1.50. Butoflato there 
has sprung up quite a demand throughout 
the east for the head of the Tiuffalo buli The 
well-preserved head of an aged bull, decked 
out with glass eyes and horns intact, will 
readily sell for $25 in the eastern markets. 
Consequently the buffalo-banter of the fu- 
ture will Wage a destrtctive war upon the 
trail tribe, and these venerable relics of a by- 
gone era will also pass swiftly away.

Poraker on the Tariff 


Judge Foraker devoted a portion 


of his great speech at Hamilton to a 
discussion of the tariff, and he 
showed a dose familiarity with; the 
subject Here is a portion of his re- 
marks on the much talked of ques- 
tion: 


You -are all informed about the 


subject; some of you from personal 
experience: all of you from -that- 
study and thought which every in- 
telligent atid prudent man gives to 
bis own business and the influences 
that affect it . 


Nevertheless, you will allow me to 


cite yon one practical fact as proof. 
I know a gentleman in Cincinnati 
who is engaged in the carriage busi- 
ness. His establishment is a credit 
to the city. He employs more than 
two bundrod men, and manufactures 
more than ten thousand vehicles an- 
nually. Be sells them, not only all 
over this country, but all over the 
world. Ho told me a few days ago 
that within tbe last month he had 
filled orders from Japan, the West 
Indies, Australia and Liverpool I 
congratulated him npon having'snch 
a business. His answer showed that 
he knew something more than how 
to make baggies, for he expressed 
the fear that his business was far 
larger than prudence justified, in 
view of tbe political situation, and 
he went on to say, as he expressed 
it, that ho was already "taking in 
sail," until he saw Ohio go Republi- 
can in October next, and was thus 
assured that there was no need to 
fear the ascendancy of free trade in 
1884. 


And that man was an Englishman, 


born and bred in the heart of Lon- 
don; brought up on free trade, and 
as firm a believer in its doctrines as 
Adam Smith himself, until he came 
to this country and learned better by 
practical experience. 


But what this one man is doing, 


prudent men are doing everywhere. 
The whole country is 'taking in sail,' 
and all are watching Ohio to see 
whether or not they can put it out 
again. Tie consequence is that not- 
withstending we have a sound cur- 
rency, fruitful and abundant har- 
vests, and all the other conditions

tive nor speculative; they are pres- 
ent and actual; they are accom- 
plished facts. But if the mere prob- 
abilities that grow out of the present 
political situation can effect such re 
suits, what may we not expect ii 
Ohio increases the distrust by hor 
verdict ia October? We can not 
overestimate the importance of this 
question. 


It affecis every kind of trade and 


business; it comes directly home to 
every merchant and manufacturer, 
every mechanic, every farmer, every 
laborer of every kind ; how is it met 
by th* parties ? 


No one needs to be told where the

He is now 
quoted as saying that payment 
should cease when the debt is re- 
duced to $100,000,000, "because 
government securities fill a place that 
oan be filled by no other forms of 
indebtedness." One of the principal 
reasons for a permanent national 
debt is to be found in the fact that 
the government bonds furnish the 
best basis of the best banking sys- 
tem that has ever yet been invented 
in this country. If is the only sys- 
tem that has ever been under gov- 
ernment control, and tbe only one 
that has ever furnished the bill- 
holder absolute security against loss. 
It is not to be presumed that when 
the present national debt is all paid 
up by the redemption of the bonds 
the government will adopt the green- 
back theory of finance and issue 
bonds lot banking purposes.

the North anywhere. Around the 
house no room except the kitchen or 
dining room will bo troubled with 
house flies, and I have not seen a 
mosquito bar this summer here in 
the city, yet in places these posts are 
quite thick, if near a pond or swamp 
or thick hammock. There is one 
pest here around the lakes or on the 
rivers which are unknown at the 
North, and that ia" blind mosquitos. 
They do not bite, but they come in 
swarms so thick in the evening as to 
extinguish lamps. The day when I 
found the alligators that I spoke of 
in my last I saw millions of the 
pests whenever we came to a thicket 
of vines or bushes near the lake 
shore; they would swarm up like 
beos, but would only fly up and set- 
tle down as you had passed. 
The 


only bother is at night. 


There is plenty o£ wild gnrne here 


and "varmints." Deer are found 
here in gome parts of the eonntiy, 
and in counties eqnth of here they 
are very plenty, as fire bears, wild- 
cats, etc. 
Wild turkey, coons, opos- 


sum, and such like, as well as hawks 
and other birds of prey, are plenty 
here, and in many places make it not 
very pleasant or profitable to try to 
raise many chickens or fowls of any 
kind, unless protected by well built 
poultry houses for roosting places, 
with good locks on the doors to keep 
out occasional depredators of dark 
color, who have a hankering for 
chicken, but who prefer them cooked, 
the same as white folks. 


In the west part of this county is 


a country known as the high woods, 
which is a high, rolling country, of 
finest pine timber, and good pice 
land. This section is underlaid with 
subterraneous passages of water, and 
sunken wells, many of them very 
deep, and as round as though made 
by roan, are found. 
Some of them 


have appeared during the last few 
years and on the lands now being 
cultivated. Some of them have wa 
ter in them at a depth of 50 to 100 
feet, and are used by people living 
near them. They are about the size 
of common wells, or a little larger, 
and seem to be formed in somewhat 
low places during wet times, as 
though water dripped through the 
sand, which would be several foot 
deep, and the rocky foundation un- 
derneath would be full of these struc- 
tures, and by constant leaching of 
the water tho sand would continue 
to give way until it finally caves in, 
and leaves these natural formed wells 


Everything is quite dull hero now, 


but soon the snowy fleeces of (ho 
cotton fields will begin to arrive in 
town, and business will revive, nnd 
from the first to the fifteenth of Sep 
tembor the advance guard of North 
ern visitors will begin to arrive, and 
the hurry and bustle will commence. 


Many of the citizens complain of 


the extreme heat, and suy that the 
summer has benn seemingly hotter 
than usual, aud less of breezes than 
for years, and yet I ha\e seen no 
sultry days, as in tho North, unless it 
may be for a few hours in the aftor 
nooii, when the breeze would bo 
light, but yon could breathe easily, 
with not any sign of such suffocating 
feelings as is often felt at the North, 
and when out of the sun yon would 
feel cool.

the city to-day to try and rnako a 
collection for exhibition at the Lou- 
isville Exposition, and it is to be 
hoped that, late as it is, it will be a 
success. Already some portions of 
Florida have made their collection 
and forwarded it, and I saw an item 
in the Times Union of Jacksonville 
that a car load of the forestry of the 
state was on its way there.
